BLOCK ON 
BENEFITS 


A QUARTER of all the people in 
Cherwell on incapacity benefit have 
been told they are "fit for work" 
under controversial reforms. 

Official figures show about 270 out of 
the 970 claimants have had their benefit 
stopped between October 2010 and August 
last year. 

A further 310 were told they will 
continue to receive the full benefit, now 
renamed employment and support 
allowance. 

But the remaining 390 were placed in a 
"work-related activity group" to get help to 
prepare them for 
employment.

losing their benefits. The reforms are part of 
Government attempts to get people off 
benefits and back into work. 

But there have been concerns about the 
quality of assessments, contracted to 
outsourcing firm Atos. 

All complete a questionnaire and some 
then attend an assessment to look at issues 
like their ability to walk, sit, see, hear and 
examine their mental health. 

Barbara Shaw, manager of Banbury 
Citizens Advice Bureau, said: "A lot of 
clients are coming forward to complain that 
they don't feel they have been assessed 
fairly.

"The high numbers of cases that are 
overturned at the appeal stage suggests that 
there are some fundamental flaws in the 
initial assessment." 

She said the service had seen more than 
500 people with queries about employment 
and support allowance in the last year. 

The Government could not supply 
Cherwell appeal figures but said about 15 
per cent were overturned nationally, often 
on new evidence. 

Sean Woodcock, leader of the Labour 
group on Cherwell District Council, said: 
"We want to make sure that support is 
geared towards those it should go to. 

"There is a feeling from a number of 
people that the bar is being set too high and 
a number of people are being wrongly 
classed as fit for work." 

Mental health charity Mind has warned 
"the system is not sophisticated enough to 
understand the impact that mental health 
problems have on people and their ability 
to work". 

Nationally a similar proportion were 
placed into the three groups, with 29 per 
cent classed as fit for work. 

A Department for Work and Pensions 
spokesman said: "The old incapacity 
benefits system condemned too many 
people to a life on benefits, with little hope 
of moving back to work. Now people who 
can work will be given help to find a job, 
while those who need unconditional 
support will get it."

Worry over looming water bills 


WATER bills could rise to £440 a year for 
North Oxfordshire residents within the 
next seven years. 

Thames Water has announced plans 
to increase bills by an average of £100 
to pay for infrastructure improvements. 

Britain’s largest water company, 
which has the worst leakage record in 
the UK, plans a series of above-inflation 
increases for the next five years. 

If Ofwat gives the green light, bills will 


increase one per cent above inflation for 
five years from 2015. Once inflation is 
added, the bill could rise even higher. 

Thames Water said it would invest 
£4.9bn in improving its service by 2015. 

It hopes to install 370,000 new water 
meters, and to spend £250m protecting 
2,500 homes from sewer flooding. 

Thames Water reported a pre-tax 
profit of £112.6m for the six months up 
to October 2012.

'eyesore' bid 


■ Views are being sought on a 
council bid to force the sale of an

in Banbury for housing. 

Cherwell District Council has 
requested a compulsory purchase 
order for the empty Crown 
House, in Christchurch Walk. 

It wants to transform the 
building - vacant for more than 
20 years - into 40 flats with 
shopping space. The Government 
has the final say. 

A public inquiry will be held 
on September 3 and 4 at the 
council's White Post Lane, 
Bodicote HQ, which the public 
can attend.

TWO teenage boys have been arrested in 
connection with a series of burglaries in Hook 
Norton. 

Police are trying to trace the owner of a 
bicycle, allegedly stolen in one of the burglaries. 

A 15-year-old and 13-year-old have both been 
arrested. The bicycle, a black Giant Boulder 
Aluxx 6000, was stolen from a property in the 


Hollybush area of Hook Norton at about 5am on 
Thursday, May 16. 

The owner is urged to call police on 101. 

A 15-year-old boy from Hook Norton has been 
arrested on suspicion of five non-dwelling 
burglaries and the theft of a bicycle, all in Hook 
Norton. 

Three of the burglaries took place on May 16, 


with the remaining two happening on May 11, 
while the theft is alleged to have taken place on 
May 12. 

In connection with the case, a 13-year-old boy 
from Banbury has also been arrested on 
suspicion of handling stolen goods. 

The two boys have been released on bail until 
June 26.

PROFITS at council car 
parks in Banbury 
slumped by £120,000 
last year, official figures 
show. 

Cherwell District Council 
got £879,864 in the 12 
months from April 2012 
compared to £1,004,590 in 
the previous year. 

It offered free parking for 
most of December in a bid 
to help recession-hit traders. 

During this month takings 
were £34,882, compared to 
£91,082 in December 2011 
and £57,714 in December 
2010.

But the total proceeds 
were still higher than 
2010/11, when £824,287 
was collected. 

Some traders have called 
for free parking, as provided 
by councils in West and 
South Oxfordshire. 

Yet deputy council leader 
George Reynolds said: "If I 
could find half a million 
from somewhere, I would 
seriously look at free 
parking for an hour. 

"We have been 
discussing it and we 
continue to discuss how we 
can help the traders in the 
town." 

However, he said car 
parks were not used "a lot 
more than in a normal 
Christmas" during the free 
period. 

About a third of the 


town's car parks are run by 
the council and include 
Spiceball North, Bridge 
Street and Horse Fair. 

He said: "Our parking 
held up in line with national 
trends." The High Street is 
"not too bad at all" for 
business, he said. 

Yet Malcolm Douglas, 
who runs Henry's in High 
Street, and has long called 
for free parking, hit back. 

He said: "I don't care 
where they get the money 
from. The finances mean 
nothing to me. If other 
councils can do it, they can 
do it. 

"The car parks are not 
always full. But they used to 
be always full." 

The council had a 
district-wide target for the 
12 months from last April of 
£1,512,811 but brought in 
£1,539,660.

Get-tough 
stance 
over road 
grit pleas 

MOST requests for streetside grit 
bins do not meet new eligibility 
criteria, Banbury Town Council 
has said. 

It said just 30 of the 74 
requests for bins met the criteria 
it had drawn up to prioritise 
demand. 

Streets will get bins depending 
on issues like the steepness of 
the road, traffic and accident 
record. 

The five highest scorers are in 
the Hardwick estate - Conifer 
Rise and Harlequin Way, 
Grosvenor Road, Calthorpe and 
Chetwode and Harlech Close in 
Ruscote. 

Other high scorers include 
Wesley Drive, Easington; 

Prospect Road, Grimsbury; 

Devon Way and Hereford Way in 
Hardwick and Foscote Rise in 
Calthorpe. 

A council report said of the 
new system: "There is a budget 
pressure in responding to the 
requests for additional grit bins, 
which unless properly managed 
and prioritised, will lead to 
uncontrolled expenditure." 

Oxfordshire County Council, 
the highways authority, will have 
the final say on any new bins. 

The town council keeps the 
bins topped up over the winter 
after they are initially filled up by 
the county council at the start of 
the season in October. 

It has also launched a "snow 
warden" scheme to seek 
volunteers to control the supply 
of grit. 

This followed concerns that 
people were taking salt to use on 
their drives, a criminal offence as 
salt is only for the public 
highway. 

Thefts have pushed the 
council's salt budget from £3,000 
in 2011/12 to £10,000 and then 
£30,000 in the last financial year, 
2012/13.

■ Court is told that child 'fell off kitchen counter' 

Father jailed over 
death of toddler 


A FATHER, whose 22-month-old son 
died after falling off a kitchen counter, 
has been jailed for child cruelty. 

Tayler Mason died in the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Oxford on November 12, 2010, 
a week after suffering an injury to his skull. 

On Thursday of last week, a judge at 
Oxford Crown Court heard how his father, 
Craig Mason, of High Street, Middleton 
Cheney, did not initially mention his son's 
accident to doctors. 

The 33-year-old has now been jailed for 
15 months after he admitted wilfully 
assaulting, ill-treating, neglecting, or

abandoning a child. 

Paul Dunkels, prosecuting, said on 
December 4, Mason's wife, Clara, had gone 
out during the evening, leaving her 
husband to look after their son. 

He told Judge Ian Pringle that Mason's 
explanation, when he finally gave it to 
officers, was that Tayler had fallen off a 
kitchen counter at around 5pm when he 
briefly turned his back. 

Mr Dunkels said it was not until around 
3am that Mrs Mason realised something 


was wrong when she heard Tayler crying 
and found him fitting in his cot. 

He said the lack of an explanation for his 
injury led to a potentially fatal delay in 
providing the necessary treatment. 

He said: "It is possible, but not certain, 
that earlier ventilation would have 
prevented his death." 

But he added thatTayler's death was 
partly caused by a pre-existing fissure in his 
skull which had been further damaged by 
his fall and had been there since birth. 

Sally O'Neill QC, defending, said: 
"Tayler's death was an absolute tragedy to 
all concerned."

■ Trial continues over alleged bid to defraud firm's shareholders 


Accountant is quizzed 
on 'sham' agreement 


AN ACCOUNTANT on trial for 
fraud has been asked by a judge if 
he saw anything "dodgy" in what 
his company was doing. 

Mark Woodbridge, 42, is accused of 
conspiracy to defraud the shareholders 
of Torex Retail, which had an office in 
Banbury, along with Nigel Horn, 58. 

The company's former chairman 
Robert Loosemore and chief executive 
Christopher Moore both admitted two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud in 
January. 

At Oxford Crown Court last week, 
Woodbridge told Judge Mary Jane 
Mowat that a distribution agreement, 
described by the prosecution as a

sham, had made "sense" to him at the 
time. 

Judge Mowat said: "Do you now 
accept the Magdalen agreement was 
cooked up to cover up money going 
into the book?" 

Woodbridge answered: "I didn't 
think it was, because it was always 
spoken about before. 

"All I can think is that they [Moore 
and Loosemore] never had any 
intention for that contract to run its 
course. 

"When I look back at April, May and 


June 2006, it was always seen as a 
contingency to the big global deal 
[with McDonald's] and that is what 
everyone saw it as." 

Woodbridge, of Mill Farm, 

Brookhampton, Kineton, Warwickshire, 
denies three charges of false 
accounting in 2006, between May 1 
and August 15, and two charges of 
conspiracy to defraud between May J, 

2006, and January 26, 2007. 

Nigel Horn, of The Avenue, Bourton- 

on-the-Water, Gloucestershire, who 
was the firm's legal director, also denies 
conspiracy to defraud between 
November 1,2006, and January 26, 

2007. The trial continues. Mark Woodbridge arriving at court

A BANBURY primary school has 
been granted nearly £700,000 to 
build six new classrooms at the 
school. 

Dashwood Banbury Academy 
was given £686,900 funding 
from the Government via the 
Academies Capital Maintenance 


Fund for the development. 

An extra class for reception 
pupils will be ready by this 
September, with the rest of the 
classrooms due to be completed 
for September 2014. 

Dr Fiona Hammans, executive 
principal for the Aspirations 
Academies District, which 
includes the school, said: 
"We're thrilled this funding 
has been made available as 
we've been in the dreadful 
position of having to refuse 
admission to parents and 
children who so want to 
attend the academy.

A NEW health and social care 
watchdog has been urged to 
"keep it simple" and to involve 
minority groups and children. 

Healthwatch will become the 
statutory link between patients and 
health and social care bosses, and 
will also have the power to hold 
bodies to account. 

About 150 people recently 
attended a launch event to discuss 
ideas to improve the new 
organisation. 

The Oxfordshire Rural 
Communities Council, which won 
the contract to run Healthwatch, 
was told to improve 
communication. 

Delays in the tendering process 
have meant Healthwatch was still 
not fully staffed, and an election to 
create its board would not take 
place until July. 

One of those at the meeting, 
Judith Wardle, said: "I think it is 
going to be difficult because they 
have come into it so late, compared 
to other areas of the country. But 
there is a lot of enthusiasm and I 
think it can work. 

"The priority for Healthwatch is 


communication, to make sure that 
everyone knows about it. " 

Ann Tomline said: "It was 
disappointing that no one was there 
to represent ethnic communities or 
young people. We need to be more 
inclusive." 

Others at the meeting said that 
Healthwatch should not duplicate 
the structures that already exist, with 
one saying: "We should not try to 
reinvent the wheel." 

Dr Stephen Richards is the chief 


executive officer of the Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
which took over purchasing health 
services on April 1. 

He said: "Whatever comes up 
through Healthwatch and the public 
involvement network, let's make it 
really simple." 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
director for social and community 
services, John Jackson, said the 
challenge was for Healthwatch to 
become the public's voice. 

He said: "The reality is that good 
quality, efficient and effective social 
care can only happen if we work 
with the people who are most 
directly impacted." 

ORCC chief executive Linda 
Watson felt there was no point in 
Healthwatch trying to set up another 
layer of complexity. 

She said: "Communication is the 
key." 

Healthwatch, which takes over 
from predecessor Oxfordshire LINk, 
will have powers to demand 
answers from health and social care 
providers. 

Elections will take place for the 
board - which will set 
Healthwatch's policy - in July. 


Watchdog director named 

ROS Pearce has been named as Healthwatch’s new director and 
will formally join the team in about a month’s time. 

She will leave her post as transformation manager at the 
Nottingham Community and Voluntary Service. 

Ms Pearce has previously worked in strategy at Leicestershire 
County Council and was director of ACE Children’s Centre in 
Chipping Norton. 

She said: “I am excited and looking forward to it. Healthwatch 
is the consumer’s champion. We will be the voice of consumers. 

“For us to do that effectively, we need to listen to what people 
are saying and effectively communicate that to the 
commissioners.” 

She said the next months would be about building 
relationships, both with existing patients’ forums and the health 
and social care commissioners and providers.

Six held after 
street brawl 

■ SIX people have been bailed 
after a brawl in the car park of 
TK Maxx, Banbury. Thames 
Valley Police have just revealed 
that they were called to the 
Calthorpe Street shop on 
Wednesday May 22.

Three boys were arrested for 
the same offence, a 15 and 1 7- 
year-old who was bailed to 
June 30 and a 16-year-old who 
was bailed to June 14.

Demolition sets dangerous precedent, says civic society chief 


Probe as plan 


wins approval 


THE demolition of part of a building in 
Banbury's old town has won official 
permission, despite an investigation into 
whether it was illegal. 

Cherwell District Council has approved the 
partial demolition of 11 and 12 Church Lane, 
which connects Parsons Street and High Street. 

It last month said it was "investigating a 
criminal offence" after large parts of the two- 
storey building, once Tiger Lilly, were 
removed. 

But it has now approved a planning 
application for the works - for a three-storey 
building with a shop and five flats - that was 
submitted in March. 

Spokesman Jemma Callow said "legal 
investigations are ongoing" and would not 
comment further. 

Applicant New Recruits Professional 
Services has yet to comment. 

Banbury Civic Society chairman Rob 
Kinchin-Smith said such works needed 
conservation area consent. The council would 
not comment. 

Adding the demolition sets a "dangerous" 
precedent, he said: "It is a loss. 

"The town is trying to market its old town. 
Church Lane is a key part of the old town and 
we can't countenance people just knocking 
buildings down without consent."

He said the building formed part of a former 
Georgian theatre. 

Council case officer Graham Wyatt said no 
objections were made to the plans, though 
"the building has been substantially 
demolished without consent". 

But he said the third floor would be "barely 
noticeable", adding: "It is considered that the 
proposal does not detract from the 
character or appearance of the 
conservation area." 

Karnes Capital spokesman Adrian 
Cammidge said: "We believe the granting 
of planning permission for Banbury 
Gateway will be detrimental to the 
existing retail provision in Banbury Town 
Centre and to Banbury Cross Retail Park. 

"There is currently an over supply of 
retail outlets in the town with several 
premises remaining un let and this 
development will exacerbate this 
problem. 

"Our action is on behalf of our 
policyholders who are ordinary people 
investing in property to make provision 
for their retirement whose interest we 
have a duty to protect."

Legal action is launched to halt new retail park 


A COURT action, which has delayed 
a planned new retail park for 
Banbury, will be heard in November. 

The owners of Castle Quay 
shopping centre and Banbury Cross 
Retail Park have launched a judicial 
review over the plans. 

It is fighting Cherwell District 
Council’s approval of a retail park, to 
include a Marks & Spencer and 
Next, at the Prodrive site. The 
motorsport company would first 
move to the site of the former Hella 


lighting factory at the nearby 
Wildmere Industrial Estate. 

The council declined to comment 
but Prodrive spokesman Ben Sayer 
said the challenge was over the 
process taken by the council. 

He said: “We are pretty certain 
Cherwell District Council will win the 
judicial review, but it will add some 
delays and put uncertainty into the 
process.” 

Prodrive is now expected to move 
late rather than early next year, with 


an opening in 2015. 

The judicial review has been 
brought by Aegon and Scottish 
Widows Investment Partnership 
(SWIP), which owns Banbury Cross 
and Castle Quay. 

A Scottish Widows spokesman 
said: “SWIP strongly believes that 
town centre remains at the heart of 
communities and is focused on 
protecting and maintaining its 
Castle Quay Shopping Centre in 
Banbury, to support local 


businesses and attract visitors to 
the town.” She would not comment 
further on the case behind the 
review. She said plans to extend 
Castle Quay for a hotel, cinema, 
shops, bars and restaurants 
“demonstrates SWIP’s commitment 
to supporting the local economy in 
Banbury for the benefit of all”. 

Aegon was not available for 
comment. The case will be heard at 
the High Court on November 6 and 
7.

Rap over big NHS bonuses 


HOSPITAL chiefs have been criticised for 
"hiding in secrecy" over why executives 
received bonuses of up to £180,000. 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust said bonuses 
of up to £60,000 were paid to bosses who met 
"individual and corporate objectives". 

But a spokesman said: "We are not able to go into 
specific details of why each board member received a 
bonus. These are confidential to the individuals 
concerned." 

Nine bosses got a total £135,000 to £180,000 in 
bonuses for 2011/12 despite a two-year staff pay freeze 
and criticism of "bed blocking". 

Exact bonuses figures are not available as the trust 
will only provide sums in bands of £5,000. 

Chief executive Sir Jonathan Michael got £30,000 to 
£35,000, while medical director Prof Edward Baker got 
£55,000 to £60,000. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: "The trust needs 
to make clear how and why these are justified, and 
what, if any, bonuses have been paid more recently." 

Jacqueline Pearce-Gervis, of Oxfordshire-based 
campaign group Patient Voice, said: "I'm sure they 
deserved the bonuses but it is public money and the

public should be told the reasons." 

TaxPayers' Alliance spokesman Robert Oxley said: 
"Health bosses should be up-front about what 

they are paying staff instead of hiding it in secrecy. 

"Otherwise taxpayers have no way of scrutinising 
how their money is spent and the danger is that any 
payment will appear unjustified." 

The Royal College of Nursing said the bonuses were 
"very disheartening" to nurses, while The Royal 
College of Midwives branded them a "slap in the face" 
to staff. 

The bonuses were awarded the same year Sir 
Jonathan outlined plans to cut the trust's budget by 
£49m. 

This included £2.5m in job cuts, including 
compulsory redundancies, and £3.2m from changes to 
nursing rotas on adult wards in 2012/13. 

A trust spokesman said bonus decisions were made 
by a committee of its non-executive directors - Prof 
Sir John Bell, Alisdair Cameron, Christopher Goard, 
Geoffrey Salt, AnneTutt and Peter Ward. 


She said: "In response to the fact that directors 
achieved individual objectives, and delivered the 
majority of the corporate objectives for the financial 
year 2011/12, the committee awarded performance- 
related non-recurrent bonuses in line with contracts of 
employment." 

While it met headline waiting time targets in 
2011/12, the trust missed a target to cut down on bed 
blocking. The trust awarded no executive basic pay 
increases in 2012/13 or this year, 2013/14. It refused to 
give details of bonuses for 2012/13. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: "Clearly any 
public body has got to justify the payments it makes to 
its staff. 

"But trusts are multi-million pound businesses and 
the need to get the best possible people will inevitably 
affect wage levels". 

Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre NHS Trust - from 
which two members got bonuses - merged with the 
hospital trust in November 2011. They are no longer 
on the trust board. 

But two of the directors who got bonuses - Sir 
Jonathan and Andrew Stevens - took pay rises in the 
same year of up to £10,000 each.

AN Oxfordshire soldier formed a 
band to keep up morale while 
locked up as a prisoner of the 
Nazis during the Second World 
War. 

The story of Albert "Percy" 

Hickman, of Middleton Cheney, has 
come to light during a search for PoW 
artefacts. 

However, wartime experts fear 
similar tales to that of the brave 
infantryman are drying up, as there 
may be no more prisoners of war left 
alive in Oxfordshire. 

A £3m building in the grounds of 
the Oxfordshire Museum, Woodstock, 
is currently under construction with a 
special area dedicated to PoWs. 

It is scheduled to open next year 
and the Soldiers of Oxfordshire 
Museum is seeking items related to 
captured soldiers. 

Mr Hickman, who died in 1985 
aged 80, fought with the Oxfordshire 
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Stuart Hickman, who is donating memorabilia to the Soldiers of Oxfordshire Museum for their 
Prisoner of War exhibition 0X58619 


and Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry before he was captured 
at Cassel in 1940, during the 
Dunkirk campaign. 

He spent the next five years 
as a PoW in German-occupied 
Poland. 

Mr Hickman, a talented 
clarinet and oboe player, 
started a band during his time in 
the camp to help keep spirits 
up. 

His 64-year-old son, Stuart, 
recently visited the museum to 
hand over a ticket from a tram 
his father had boarded after 
escaping, his military dogtags, a 
diary and other items. 

Stuart Hickman said: "I am 
hugely proud of him, given 


what he went through. 

"It's so important to us that 
his story and others are kept 
alive like this. If there are no 
more PoWs left in Oxfordshire it 
is even more vital that old 
artefacts can be found and 
contributed." 

Museum bosses said the 
public response to their appeal 
had been "fantastic" but since 
the campaign launched in 
February no former prisoners of 
war had come forward. 

Royal British Legion county 
chairman Jim Lewendon said he 
feared there were no more left 
in the county. 

Mr Lewendon, 84, said: "I 
think it is so important that we 


try to remember the soldiers 
who were captured and what 
they did for us. 

"If we can persuade anyone 
to part with their artefacts and 
give them to the museum that 
would be wonderful too to 
ensure these stories are not 
lost." 

Museum director Ursula 
Corcoran thanked the Hickman 
family for their generous 
donation and said the museum 
was keen to locate stories and 
items relating to the German 
and Italian PoWs kept in 
Oxfordshire camps.

Death-throes of 
steam captured

A NEW book brings a splash of 
colour to the dying days of 
steam trains on the railways of 
Oxfordshire and further afield. 

The late Alan Maund, from 
Worcester, started using colour 
film in 1959 and travelled widely 
over the next few years, 
photographing steam 
locomotives as they were being 
phased out by British Railways 
and the diesel and electric trains 
that took their place. 

After his death in 1983, aged 
52, his archive was passed by his 
widow, Wendy, to photographer 
and film-maker Michael 
Clemens, who has now 
published a selection of the 
pictures, entitled The Last Years 
of Steam Around the Midlands. 

The images were taken 
throughout the central counties 
of England, ranging from 
Oxfordshire in the south to 
Crewe in the north and from the 
Welsh border in the west to 
Huntingdon in the east. 

Among the many Oxfordshire 
locations featured are Oxford 
station and the funeral train 
taking the body of Britain’s 
Second World War Premier, Sir 


Winston Churchill, to 
Hanborough station on its way to 
Bladon for burial. 

Kingham station, on the 
Cotswold Line, is shown in its 
final years as a key railway 
junction, with lines approaching 
from the four points of the 
compass, and Banbury’s then 
new station puts in an 
appearance, with a steam- 
hauled goods train which could 
have come straight from 
Victorian times passing through. 

A series of photographs taken 
of a railtour on a sunny 
September day in September 


1963, which paused at Kingham, 
Hook Norton and Bicester 
London Road, gives no clue to 
the fate that awaited several of 
the Oxfordshire lines it ran along 
just a few months later, when Dr 
Beeching’s axe fell and they 
were closed.

Staking a claim with a 
classic vampire story 


BYZANTIUM (15, 118 mins) 
Horror/Drama/Romance. Gemma 
Arterton, Saoirse Ronan, Caleb 
Landry Jones, Daniel Mays, Tom

L ong before Robert Pattinson 
and Kristen Stewart sank their 
pearly whites into The Twilight 
Saga, British director Neil Jordan 
was entertaining A-list 
bloodsuckers on the big screen. 

Interview With The Vampire: The 
Vampire Chronicles paired Tom 
Cruise and Brad Pitt as fanged 
fiends whose fortunes entwined in 
rivers of crimson on the streets of 
New Orleans. 

Almost 20 years later, Jordan 
plants a stake back in the genre 
with Byzantium, an intelligent and 
moody thriller adapted by Moira 
Buffini from her own stage play, 
which largely avoids the campy 
conventions we have come to 
expect from the creatures of the 
night. 

And luminous young actress 
Saoirse Ronan holds our attention 
with her tortured and mournful 
glances that conjure memories of 
Tomas Alfredson's coming-of-age 
story Let The Right One. 

Ballsy single mother Clara Webb 
(Gemma Arterton) arrives in a run¬ 
down seaside resort with her 
daughter, Eleanor (Saoirse Ronan), 
in tow. 

In order to make ends meet, 
Clara sells her body to residents 


and holidaymakers, earning Just 
enough to keep the pair off the 
streets. 

Every now and then, she sinks 
her teeth into an unsuspecting 
punter and we discover, in 
flashback, that Clara is in fact a 
vampire who was much abused in 
the 19th century by a libidinous 
captain Jonny Lee Miller) and has 
wrought revenge on mankind ever 
since. 

Eleanor is her equally 
bloodthirsty ward, who refuses to 
abide by the ancient code. 

The vampires hit the Jackpot 
when they meet a lonely misfit 
(Daniel Mays), who lives in the 
decrepit Byzantium guest house, 
which would make a perfect base 
of operations for Clara's illicit 
operations. 

So, while the older bloodsucker 
recruits local girls from the streets, 
Eleanor drifts around the resort, 
catching the eye of a young waiter, 
Frank (Caleb Landry Jones), who is 
waging a long, protracted battle 
with leukaemia. 

When Darvell (Sam Riley), a 
Machiavellian face from Clara's 
past, turns up at the guest house, 
battle lines are drawn. 

Byzantium is a slow burn, with 
occasional explosions of graphic 
violence when Clara or Eleanor 
sate their bloodlust. 

The fractured chronology 
hampers dramatic momentum but

powers hot SEAT

IMPRESSIVE performance numbers 
and an attractive price are two 
important attributes of SEAT'S latest 
Ibiza hot hatch. 

The telltale sign is the Spanish car 
maker's use of its trademark Cupra 
branding, something fans of SEAT'S 
GTI-baiting cars recognise as 
heralding the arrival of the firm's 
flagship hot supermini. 

Value for money is one thing but 
looks can make or break a car. 

SEAT has cleverly chosen to give 
the Ibiza a relatively low-key Cupra 
makeover, with the regular car's 
already distinctive sharp lines and 
squat stance doing most of the work. 

Plus the Cupra's low ride height, 
bespoke bumpers, black mirror 
housings, central tailpipe and LED 
running lights give you a classy- 
looking hatch that's neither brash 
nor a wallflower. 

SEAT might be keen to promote its 
Spanish roots but the upside of 
being part of the mighty Volkswagen 
Group is the ability to make full use 
of its extensive parts inventory. 

Every so often you'll find a few 
gems in the parts bin, and helping 
the Ibiza Cupra to achieve its seg¬ 
ment-busting performance figures is 
the Volkswagen Group's hi-tech 180 
horsepower, 1.4-litre turbo and 
supercharged petrol engine. 


The engine's trick is to combine 
the measured low-down response of 
the supercharger with the turbo's 
more immediate response at the 
upper end of the performance scale. 

Owners of Skoda's second-gener¬ 
ation Fabia vRS hot hatch will be 
familiar with this experience given 
that the car shares the same engine 
with the Ibiza. 

As such, the Ibiza's 184lb ft 
torque figure is accessible from a 
lowly 2,000rpm. And it's a con¬ 
tributing factor to the car's brisk 6.9 
second 0-62mph sprint time. 

Reinforcing the benefits of cross¬ 
company parts sharing, the Ibiza 
also boasts the same seven-speed 
DSG gearbox as the Fabia. 

The upshot is a transmission adept 
at responding swiftly to driver 
inputs. Left alone, it will quickly and 
smoothly shift up to a high ratio in a 
bid to maximise fuel economy and 
refinement.

Youngdrivers 


'Black box' scheme could cut insurance bill 


INSURANCE premiums may have 
witnessed a slight respite 
recently with the introduction 
of legislation to cut down on 
so-called 'ambulance chasers', 
but for young people the first 
year's premium is still a 
crippling burden. 

Parents often help with the cost, 
but insurance broker R K 
Harrison has joined forces with 
the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (1AM) to try to 
reduce the burden on young 
drivers. 

It works like this: a parent takes 
out a 'family' insurance 
portfolio covering a number of 


different policies including 
cover for their child's car - and 
the young driver can build up 
their own no-claims discount. 

A 'black box' monitoring system is 
installed into the car to 
measure speed, acceleration 
and braking, plus a GPS 
location logger to correlate 
driving inputs to road types. 

Then, within a month of the 
policy's start, the youngster 
must take a specific half-day 
course with an 1AM instructor, 
who goes through aspects of 
staying safe behind the wheel. 
There are theory elements and 
practical on-road sections too. 


Katie Small, director of R K 

Harrison, said: "Telematics isn't 
a new idea into the market, but 
unlike any other solution that 
just monitors the driving, we 
are giving young drivers the 
tools to have the experience 
that they wouldn't have by only 
taking normal driving lessons 
and a driving test." 

Every month, a report on the young 
driver's 'safety performance' is 
sent to them and their parents. 

Ms Small said the family portfolio 
should work out between 10% 
and 30% cheaper than an 
equivalent product outside of 
this scheme.
